The  true  purpose  of  education  Is  to 
develop  one’s  latent  resources;  to  cultl* 
▼ate  one’s  mental,  social,  physical,  and 
spiritual  powers.  Education  for  you 
should  never  be  regarded  as  primarily 
a  road  to  an  easy  life  and  an  assur¬ 
ance  of  personal  security— not  even  if 
several  million  fellow-Americans  have 
come  to  regard  education  as  a*  tool  by 
which  to  achieve  selfish  and  material¬ 
istic  goals;  the  education  that  was  to 
give  us  unlimited  material  goods  Is  be¬ 
ing  centrally  diverted  to  the  perfection 
ml  weapons  which  threaten  us  with  com¬ 
plete  destruction.  Man's  attempt  to  save 
himself  can  result  only  in  the  loss  of 
aU  be  holds  dear.  Hie  ideal  meaning 
of  education  is  now  creation  of  true 
world  citizenship.  Though  world  suc¬ 
cess  attend  its  efforts,  that  college  has 
miserably  failed  whose  graduates  do 
not  develop  a  world  patriotism  and  a 
spirit  of  brotherhood  capable  of  sus¬ 
taining  the  most  arduous  efforts  toward 
lasting  peace  and  justice  for  all  men. 
A  truly  educated  man  is  one  who  gains 
knowledge  and  understanding  of  the 
world  in  order  to  help  mahkind,  rather 
than  to  advance  his  own  interests.  R  Is 
the  task  of  education  to  guide  vocational 
choices.  An  educated  person  should 
achieve  psychological  and  social  ma¬ 
turity.  Self-interest  becomes  %  phycho- 
sls;  insanity  is  not  infrequently  the  re¬ 
sult  of  extreme  selfishness.  National 
selfishness  has  always  been  a  sin,  but 
now  it  is  raised  by  the  threat  of  atomic 
war  to  the  level  of  treason  against  the 
whole  human  race.

MISSIONARIES  NEEDED  NOW  leads. 


Southern  Baptists  have  approved  a 
program  of  advance  whereby  a  total 
of  1750  missionaries  should  be  ap¬ 
pointed  to  serve  overseas.  There  Is  ur¬ 
gent  need  for  missionaries  to  take 
the  message  of  salvation  to  the  peo¬ 
ples  around  the  world  now. 

The  Japan  Baptist  Convention  sent 
out  an  appeal  to  Southern  Baptists 
to  provide  one  hundred  missionaries 
by  1950  to  take  the  gospel  to  a  people 
who  are,  for  the  first  time  in  the  his¬ 
tory  of  their  nation,  eager  to  hear  the 
message  of  Christlsunity.  So  far  this 
year  only  eight  have  been  appointed, 
bringing  the  total  number  of  mission¬ 
aries  for  Japan  to  thirty-eight. 

Mr.  Charles  Whaley  sailed  for  Ja¬ 
pan  on  August  5.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edwin 
Luther  Copeland,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ernest 
Lee  Holloway,  Misses  Annie  Hoover, 
Lenora  Hudson  and  Lucy  Belle  Stokes 
are  scheduled  to  sail  August  25  for 
their  first  term  of  service  in  Japan. 
Surely  there  are  others,  nearing  com¬ 
pletion  of  seminary  work  or  already 
employed  in  full-time  Christian  work, 
who  will  hear  God's  call  to  help  win 
Japan  before  it  is  too  late.

Now 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Lome  E.  Browne,  leav¬ 
ing  for  Arabia  in  October,  will  make 
possible  the  beginning  of  evangelistic 
work  in  this  Moslem  land  which  will 
tolerate  Christian  missionaries  only 
If  they  bring  healing  as  well. 

The  purpose  of  Southern  Baptists 
to  win  for  ChrLst  people  In  each  of 
these  areas  and  to  train  the  national 
leadership  cannot  be  reached  unless 
hundreds  of  Southern  Baptist  young 
people  decide  now  to  do  their  part
